Gouzenko, he said he hoped that 
Canada would reply to the spirit 
of friendliness which has charac- 
erized relations

Greenglass Says Rosenberg, 
Ring Could Be Working Yet 


NEW YORK </P)—David Greenglass, confessed atom 


spy testified in writing today a radar spy ring headed by 
executed Julius Rosenberg "could very possibly be continuing 
to this very day." 


A Hwoin deposition made 
by 


Grccnglass at the federal peniten- 
tiary at Lewisburg, Pa., wan read 
into the record at an open hearing 
conducted by Sen. Joseph R. Mc- 
Carthy (fl-Wis), chairman of the 
senate 
permnncrit subcommittee 


on investigations. . 


McCarthy called the hearing os- 


tensibly to support hi* charges 
that an espionage ring operated at 
(he army signal corps radar labor- 
atory at Ft. Monrnouth, N. J. 


Grccnglass said that, so far'as 


he knew, the Rosenberg radar spy 
ring activities "never stopped." 


Kthrl'N Brother 


He in a brother of Ethel Rosen- 


berg, who was executed with her 
husband, Julius, in Ihe Sing Ring 
prison electric chair for stealing 
atom bomb secrets for Russia. 


Grecnglass is serving a 15 year 


term for his part in the atom spy 
plot. He had testified against hiu 
sister and brother-in-law. 


Greenglass, who had been sta- 


tioned al the LOB Alamos, N. M., 
atomic energy project as an army 
sergeant, said he learned more 
about the activities of the Rosen- 
berg ring after he left the army. 


Told About Secret* 


He declared that "after 1947" 


while he-and Rosenberg were in 
business together in New York, 
Rosenberg "told me certain things 
about the secrets and material they 
stole for Russia." 


Asked if he had learned whether 


there was espionage in the army 
signal corps, Grcenglass replied: 


"Yes ... I learned that the 


Rosenberg ring took and obtained 


secrets from the army signal corps 
and transmitted them to Russia 


. Rosenberg also told me that 


he gave all the electronic tube 
manuals he could get his hands on 
to Russia, some of which were 
classified 'lop secret.' " 


Into Uin Record 


Roy M. Cohn. the subcommittee's 


chief counsel, who had questioned 
Grcenglnss at Lewisburg, read the 
statements into the record. 


"After ]1M7, al a time when it 


was a top United States scientific 
secret," said Greenglnss, "Julius 
Rosenberg told me about Informa- 
tion he had obtained from a friend

ATLANTA UP) — Former 


Gov. Adlai Stevenson of Illi- 
nois, titular head of the Dem- 
ocratic party, today blasted 
the "Republican program" of 
"indictment by suspicion, of 
conviction by accusation." 


"Gen. Eisenhower promised the 


people a new morality, but his 
lieutenants have c h o se n their 
weapons without regard for their 
effect," Stevenson declared. "They 
have 
taken McCarthyism 
away 


from McCarthy. What an end to 
the great crusade!" 


The Democratic presidential no- 


minee of 1952, in a speech for de- 
livery before tho Georgia Legisla- 
ture, advocated disclosing the mis- 
takes and failures of the past and 
rooting out agents of communism. 


"But for the love of heaven," he 


pleaded, "let us do it with dignity, 
objectivity and justice, and with 
some better motive than partisan 
strife that can only seriously weak- 
en the United States . .. 


People Confused 


"No one wins this way. Suspi- 


cion of past Democratic mistakes 
is balanced by suspicion of present 
Republican ' motives. Th« people 
ar« confused, confidence in both 
parlies undermined, lh« nation in- 
jured. 


"The issue Isn't which party de- 


tests communism most, but how to 
deal with th« serious problem of 
espionage in our government. And 
it won't b« resolved to the nation's 
advantage 
by < shouting matches 


and degrading; circuses of political 
profit." 


Stevenson referred 
to 
former 


President Truman as the individ- 
ual "who has done more than any 
living man to check the forward 
thrust of communism," and he 
rapped those whose "word* im- 
ply disloyalty."

A hundred hen flock will produce 
about a case of eggs a week at six 
cents premium; for quality you 
will get $1.80 extra for 30 dozen. 
However with a thousand hens 
and ten cases a week you will get 
300% dozen at six cents additional 
for quality eggs. This is $18. It 
would take little money and effort 
to have flocks of 500 hens or bet- 
ter. 


Fifty-three per cent of the chicks 


are started in Lee County after 
April 1. To lay eggs in the high 
price season chicks must be start- 
ed before April 1, preferably m 
January or February. 


In Lee County only 23 per cent 


i if the hens are of the light breed. 
The heavy breeds consume more 
feed and produce less eggs. White 
eggs sell for two to five cents 
more per dozen than brown eggs in 
most parts of the state. 
Big Return 


Poultrymen can^earn two dollars 


for only 10 cents if they will use 
electric lights to increase fall egg 
production, says the November is- 
sue of Successful Farming maga- 
zine. Electricity to provide light for 
100 hours costs about 10 cents a 
month. At 10 cents a dozen more 
for fall eggs than for late winter 
and spring eggs, poultrymen earn 
two dollars for 10 cents worth oi 
electricity.

while the cow holds her head low 
with her neck stretched out.

as rabies and bronchitis, have sim- 
ilar symptoms, get a diagnosis 
from your veterinarian as soon 
as possible.

Record Government Stocks ^ 
Dim Dairy Picture for 1954

Your government bought more 


dairy products for price support 
thin year than ever before. These 
purchases have built up record 
storage stocks that dim the dairy 
outlook for 1954. 


From January through Septem- 


ber. USDA purchases for price 
support were equal to 9.6 billion 
pounds of milk. These purchases 
were two and one-half times as 
great as in 1950, the previous rcc- 
oid year. Tho buy this year was 
equal to three-fourths of all price 
support purchases in the preceding 
20 years. 


By the end of August, total stor- 


age stocks of dairy products were 
equivalent to 12 billion pounds of 
whole milk. Sales ftom private and 
government supplies may reduce 
this total to near 8.6 billion pounds 
(1 billion gallons) whole milk 
equivalent by the end of this year. 
This would bo thiee to four billion 
more lliAu the carry-over at the 
beginning of the year. 


While price suppoil purchases 


this year greatly exceeded any 
previous operations, the milk "sur- 
plus" is not so laigc as it may 
seem to be. 


Look at it this way: Total milk 


production for this year will be 
aiound 118 billion pounds. Storage 
stocks are increasing by three to 
four 
billion 
pounds this year. 


Therefore, daily products equiva- 
lent to 114 to 115 billion pounds 
were consumed during the year. 
Consumption was thus within about 
thiee per cent of production. 


Price support purchases through 


September 
included 3)5 million 


pounds of butter, 273 million pounds 
of cheese and 513 million pounds 
of nonfat dry milk. These pur- 
chases are equal to one and,one- 
half pounds of cheese per person, 
two pounds of butler and llnec 
pounds of the dry skim milk. 


Farmers will pocket some 4.2 


billion dollars from the sale of 
dairy pioducts this year. This 
amount is down about eight per 
cent from the record high of 4.6 
billion dollars icceivcd last year. 
USDA forecasts that cash receipts 
will decline a little more in 1954. 


Dairymen who buy feed have had 


the benefit of some cost reductions 
this year. However, these cost re- 
ductions have not been enough to 
offset the decline in milk checks. 


Looking ahead, the dairyman can 


sco plenty of problems. Some of 
his pioducts aie being priced out 
of the market. Competition from 
vegetable oil* U increasing. Rising 
costs of distribution cut the farm- 


er's share of the consumer's dairy 
dollar. And mum land diverted 
from wheat, corn and cotton and 
possibly from soybeans, can be 
used to Increase milk production.

It set aside a 90-day period during which homeland au- 


thorities could try to persuade reluctant prisoners to come 


It decreed that, thereafter a political conference could 


consider their fate for a period of 30 days. 


But at the end of 120 days, unless such a conference 


should have made other disposition of their case, the prison- 
ers who still refuse patriation must be released to civilian 
status and allowed to go free. 
. . 
In other words the neutral nations repatriation commis- 


sion, headed by India, is not empowered to keep these pris- 
oners any longer in custody, nor to refer their future status 
back to the respective high commands. 


The purpose of these explicit terms is plain. The UN 


negotiators wished to make it certain the Communists could 
not. by dragging out the prisoner explanations or a political 
conference, insure the indefinite captivity of men who have 
shown beyond all reasonable doubt their desire for freedom. 


The 90-day deadline, incidentally, is Dec. 23. Thirty 


days from that date all unrepatriated prisoners in Allied 
hands must be assured of their right to walk out of the pris- 
oner stockades.

What aim Nehru had in proposing that this specific ma- 


chinery for prisoner processing be set aside is difficult to 
fathom. 


His own troops are doing a creditable job in managing 


the processing during the explanation period. It seems clear 
their leaders are thoroughly disenchanted with Communist 
officials, and fed up with the deliberate delays they imposed. 
In the light of their experience at Panmunjom, one can 
hardly imagine that Nehru feels there is some doubt about 
the fairness of the processing procedure. 


If he has any sound reason for his statement, he ought 


to disclose it. In the absence of such support, his remarks 
sound like vague expressions of sympathy for the Asiatic 
Communist cause.

Mrs. Williams, having read that the expose is stimulating the sale 


of Reynold's book in a new guise, of fiction, naturally takes an in- 
terest in the proceeds not only of the book but of all other and further 
ises- of the story whether for television or the movies. 


The idea was turned up by the Reader's Digest which of recent 


venrs has evinced partinlity to writers of Reynolds' unique talents and 
ils political tendencies. 


I recall to you that the Reader's Digest published a laudation of 


Irving Brown, "who is David Dubinsky's political agent in Europe 
nnd possibly an agent of our Central Intelligence Agency, and is also 
an o!d-t!m? nvowed Communist of the most blood-thirsty vicarious 
type with no recorded npostary. 


When I describe Brown as blood- 


thirsty. I qualify that with a notice 
that his cinque in the 
left-wing 


magn/.ines nnd other publications 
have given us the confusing fur- 
ther information that he retreated 
from Paris ns n bnsc of operntlons 
ngnlnst the Moscow Red« lest he 
bo done to death or at lenst slnp- 
pcd in the mouth on some dark 
street.

erally uncomfortable feeling. It is 
only when large amounts of carbon 
monoxide are present that the vic- 
tim becomes drowsy and unconsci- 
ous so fast that these symptoms 
are lacking. 
NO CHRONIC POISONING 


Chronic poisoning from carbon 


monoxide probably does not exist. 
One would expect to be found in 
people who are exposed to small 
amounts of carbon monoxide for 
long periods of time, such as those 
working in certain mining opera- 
tions, near furnaces, or in garages, 
but actually such persons do not 
seem to be harmed in any way. 


A person who has been exposed 


to carbon monoxide should be re- 
moved from the bad air at once. 
Administering artificial respiration 
and oxygen as soon as possible are 
desirable. Fire department crews, 
police and gas company employe* 
are usually trained to give rapid 
emergency treatment for this form 
of poisoning. Reasonable precau- 
tion is the best preventive.

A. C. Higby Gives Views 
On Rural Fire Protection 


SPRINGFIELD, 111. (IP}—Years ago when an Illinois 


farmer's barn caught fire it nearly always was a goner. Often 
his house and neighboring buildings went up in smoke as 
well. 
But the picture has changed, 


rapidly in recent years. Flames 
once fated to wipe out a farmer 
now frequently are extinguished by 
trained firefighters with relatively 
little property loss. 


An umbrella of organized pro- 


tection has suread, 
particularly 


over rural areas in the northern 
half of the state, by formation of 
453 fire protection districts. 


1'redict Growth 


The man closest to what is going 


on in the snowballing movement 
predicts that in two or three years 
all of' rural Illinois will be blan- 
keted. 


A. C. Higby of Dixon, executive 


director of the Illinois- Assn. of 
Fire Protection 
Districts, made 


the forecast in an interview. 


He said he has helped organize 


41 of the districts in the, last 12 
weeks. Higby, retired fire chief, 
last summer succeeded Laurence 
Glens of Springfield, the Associa- 
tion's first operating head.

Most districts maintain one or 


more well-equipped, urban-type fire 
stations, usually in a centrally lO' 
cated village or town having a tele' 
phone switchboard. 


In general, their fire trucks are 


smaller than those in cities—for 
ease in traveling country roads. 
The trucks are fitted with larger 


water tanks and more hose. There 
are other equipment differences. 


A fulltime chief, sometimes with 


a paid assistant or two, form the 
nucleus of the firefighting force. 
The main numerical strength is, 
supplied by young volunteers, who 
train together periodically.

"On a call these men know where 


to put the first drop of water,"

Most districts are set up so that 


a fire truck is no more than 10 
miles distant from any piece of 
protected property.\ Detailed rec 
ords are kept of water sources.

Of the Old West 


WASHINGTON W) — President 


Eisenhower, starting a Thanksgiv- 
ing holiday today, says no one can 
"assassinate your character from 
behind without suffering the pen- 
alties an outraged citizenry will 
Impose." 


That was the code of the Old 


West where he grew up and it is 
a code Americans still cherish, the 
President declared Monday night 
in accepting the B'nai B'rith Anti- 
Defamation league's annual Demo- 
cratic Legacy Award. 


Monday night at the Mayflower 


hotel the President 
received a 


standing ovation when Henry E. 
Schultz, chairman of the Anti-Defa- 
mation league of B'nai B'rith, a 
Jewish service organization, hand- 
ed him the league's silver medal- 
lion award. 


Vigorous Campaign 


Schultz praised Eisenhower for 


"leadership in the great crusade 
to bring about the elimination of 
Nazi tyranny . . . for your vigor- 
ous campaign to eliminate racial 
segregation in the armed forces; 
for your efforts to end undemo- 
cratic patterns of racial discrimi- 
nation in Washington, our capital 
city." 


But most of all, said Schultz, 


"we honor you for your continuing 
leadership of the free world." 


Eisenhower replied in an infor- 


mal, televised address that he had 
been briefed at length by his staff 
on civil liberties and the league's 
role in standing up for them. But 
he said he wasn't going to talk 
to the league members "about 
something of which they know a 
lot more than I do." 


Then he noted he was reared "in 


|he West" in Abilene, Kan. 


"We had as our marshal for a 


long time a man named Wild Bill 
Hickok," he said. "If you don't 
know anything about him, read 
your Westerns more.

"It was: Meet anyone face to 


face with whom you disagree. You 
could not sneak up on him from 
behind or do any damage to him 
without suffering the penalty of an 
outraged citizenry.

most anything, as long as the 
bullet was in the front." 


That touched off a round of 


laughter, and then the President 
said: 


"And 
today . . . you live after 


all by that same code . . . 


"In this country, if someone dis- 


likes or accuses you, he must come 
up in front. He cannot hide behind 
the shadow. He cannot assassinate 
you or your character from behind, 
without suffering the penalties an 
outraged citizenry will impose." 


If Eisenhower had any individu-

Pressure Builds for Change 
In GI Educational Benefits

WASHINGTON tf>-Rcp. league 


(D-Tcx) said today "dollars and 
cents pressure" on schools may 
force congress next year to change 
the education provisions of the GI 
benefit law. 


"1 am convinced the taxpayer is 


getting a belter break under the 
present law." Teapue said in an 
Interview, "but pressure for a 
change is building up." 


The pressure, he said, is coming 


from private colleges and univer- 
sities whose veterans enrollment 
is lagging and who feel an eco- 
nomic pinch. 


He said Rep. Springer (R-I11) 


stands a good chance of winning 
sufficient support fpr passage of 
his bill to separate tuition fees 
from subsistence payments to Ko- 
rea veterans eligible for college 
training. 


Under a benefit law passed in 


1PB2, veterans of the Korean War 


are paid lump sums to cover their 
subsistence and tuition fees. Pr« 
viously. World War II veterans 
were paid subsistence funds, but 
tuition fees went directly to the 
school. 


Spiinger made an unsuccessful 


effort to get the separate payment 
provision in the present law. He 
proposes that Die schools get $30 
a month for each veteran enrolled 
and attending classes. 


But Teague, senior Demociat on 


the house veterans affaus com- 
mittee, fought this when he steered 
the Korea GI bill to passage.
